The eighteenth section makes provisions as to the 
endowment of widows, who are to have one-third 
of the income of the estate as their dower. 

-ection 19 gives to the president the appointment 
of a probate judge in each county. 

section 20 makes it unlawful for any woman to 
vote in any election, and annuls the acts ot the 
legislative assembly which permit female suffrage. 

The four next sections make provisions as to elec- 
tions and require of voters an oath or aitirmation 
to support the constitution and obey the laws, es. 
pecially the anti-poligamy act of March 22, Lss2, 
and this act. : 

Section 25 abolishes the office of territorial super- 
intendent of district schools and makes it the duty 
of the supreme court of the territory to appoint a 
comnvssioner of schools, 

Fection 26 gives to all religious socicties, sects 
and congregations the right to hold, through trus- 
tees appointed by the probate court, real property 
for huuses of worship and parsonages. 

‘The twenty-seventh and last section annuls all 
territorial Jaws for the organization of militia or 
for the creation of the Nauvoo legion, and gives 
the legisiative assembly of Utah power to pass 
laws for organizing militia, subject to the approval 
of congress. The general officers of militia are to 
be appointed by the governor of the territory with 
the advice and consent of the council. 

The senate then, at 3 o'clock, proceeded to 
the consideration of the river aud harbor ap- 
propriation bill. 

Lhe bill reported by the committee on com 
merce as a substitute for the bill passed by the 
house, was read in full; and then various 
amendments were offered by the chairman of 
the committee (McMillan), and were adopted. 
These were generally an increase of the amounts 
of various items. 

On motion of Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, and 
after statements by himself and his colleague 
(Berry.) the item for the Arkansas river was 
increased trom $125,000 to $150,000—yeas 36, 
nays 14. 

On motion of Mr. Butler the item for im- 
proving Charleston harbor was increased from 
$150,000 to $300,000, with the understanding 
that the bill for that improvement, passed by 
the senate and pending in the house, should be 
recalled, 

Without disposing of the bill, the senate, at 
o:26, adjourned till tomorrow. 


THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


A Personal Dispute—The Invalid Pensions 
—Other Matters. 

WASHINGTON, February 18.—In the house, 
Mr. Haynes, of New  $Hampshire, 
statcd that on Tuesday next, at three 
o’cleck, he would ask the house totake appro- 
priate action relative to the death of Senator 
Pike, of New Hampshire. 

Considerable time was spent ina personal 
dispute between Messrs. Tarsney, of Michigan, 
and Ranney, of Massachusetts, over the confer- 
ence report upon the local glichigan bill, Mr. 
Tarsney accused Mr. Ranney of having axsted 
in bad faith, which charge Mr. Ranney repu- 
diated, 

The senate amendments to the invalid pen- 
sion appropriation bill were non-concurred in, 
ard a conference ordered. 

Mr. Townshend, from the committee on ap- 
propriation, reported a bill appropriating 
$4 663,101 forthe payment of Mexican and 
other pensions. Referred to committee of the 
whole. 

The vetoed pension bill of Simmons W. Hart 
was taken up, and the house refused to pass the 
bill over the veto; yeas 142, nays 9x; not the 
necessary two-thirds in the affirmative. 

On motion of Mr. Randall private business 
was dispensed with, and the house went into 
committee of the whole for a further consider- 
ation of the senate amendments to the sundry 
civil appropriation bill. Matters ran very 
easily, the recommendations of the committee 
on appropriations as to concurrence or non- 
concurrence being agreed to, eXx- 
cept in the case of the amendment authoriz- 
ing the president to expend $10,000 for the pur- 
pore of investigating the merits ot the method 
practiced in Mexico and Brazil for preventing 
yellow fever by innoculation,which was concur- 
red in, notwithstanding the recommendation of 
ike appropriation committee to the contrary. 

After disposing of 196 of 260 amendments, 
the committee rose, and the house, at 5 o'clock, 
tock a recess until 7:30, the evening session to 
be for the consideration of pension bills.

WRECKED BY THE WIND. 


TRAINS LIFTED FROM THE TRACK 
AND DASHED TO PIECES. 


Tremendous Thunder Storms Pass Over the North 
and West—At Rochester a Bridge Falis in With 
Loss of Life—Lightning Sets Fire to Cot- 
ton Docks on 6taten Island, Etc. 


Denver, Col., February 15.---A light wind 
storm set in over the entire eastern pertion of 
Colorado, at 10 o’clock Wednesday night. Its 
velocity gradually increased until 4 o'clock 


yesterday morning, when the gale was blow- | 


ing at the rate of sixty milesanhour. This 
continued until 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
In this city many buildings were unroofed, 
smoke stacks, chimneys, and telegraph and 
telephone poles leveled with the ground, and 
plate glass windows broken. The damage will 
reach several thousand dollars. Outside of 
Denver, the consualties reported, are consider- 
ably greater than inthecity. On the Den- 
verand Rio Grande railway, four miles north 
of Colorado Springs, every coach of the north 
bound Salt Lake City express, consisting of two 
sleeping cars, two passenger 
a baggage and mail car, was 
from the track, at 3 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and the mail car and its contents were burne1. 
Had the accident happened when the train 


was on a high embankment ashort distgnce | 


farther, the loss of life would have been great, 
Fortunately, however, the ground was perfect- 
ly level and no one was injured. 

A freight train of twenty cars, which was on 
a sidetrack near by, waiting for the express to 
pass, was also derailed by the wind,and the 
cars were badly damaged. 

A passenger train of three coaches, which 
left the union depot on the Denver and South 
Park road for Morrison at eight o'clock, 
was lifted from the track by a terrific blast and 
hurled down an embankment when about 
twelve miles from the city. One pasgenger had 
his leg broken and several others were badly 
bruised. Near Como, on the same road, the 
Leadville express was blown over a bridge and 
nearly all of the passengersand train men were 
severely injured and the coaches were badly 
wrecked, Ailthbe incoming trains oo various 
roads were from five to ten hours late on ac- 
count of the storm. 

LOSS OF LIFE AT ROCHESTER. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., February 18.—A high 
wind today blew down two large poles which 
supported a number of telegraph wires across 
Genessee river. The poles were placed in iron 
trusses on opposite ends of Court Street bridge 


in such manner that each pole carried down | 


with it the bridge span upon which it stood. 
One man and a young woman were carried 
down with the bridge wreck and were washed 
away and lost. The river is flooded, and the 
people in the water were only visible fora 
moment after the accident. 

Annie Graham, aged nineteen years, was one 
of the victims, Three employes of W. 8S. Kim- 
ball & Co, are missing, and fears are entertain- 
cd that they were swept down the river. The 
exact number of lives lost cannot be ascertained 
as yet.

At DesMoinesa severe snow and 
wind storm has been raging allday. A wind 
sterm, amounting almost toa tornado, passed 
near Jacksonville, Dl., last night. 
SNOW, RAIN AND SLEHRT. 

St. PAUL, Minn., February 18.—One of the 
worst storms of this winter raged last night 
and is not over vet. It was preceded by a fall 
of rain and sleet which ran along the tracks 
of street cars, and later on froze, making if 
diflicult to clear them so that the cars could 
run. Early last night it began snowing hard, 
and at %:30 o’clock this morning showed the 
first signs of letting up. Four to six inches 
bave fallen anda brisk wind is causing bad 
drifis. Trains in all directions are delayed, 
even the Short Line trains between this city 
and Minneapolis are requiring two engines to 
pull three cars through. The mercury is 18° 
above zero. 

THE WEATHER IN CALIFORNIA. 

SAN FRANCISCO, February 15.—This is the 
first clear day of this month in this state. 
Enough rain has fallen to ensure good crops. 
The Central Pacific railroad has been cleared 
of.snow and washouts repaired on the Southern 
Pacific. All through trains on both lines will 
arrive here tonight. 

ICE GORGES BREAKING UP. 

LANSING, Mich., February 18.—At noon to- 
day the ice gorge Grand river broke up, and 
huge cakes of ice are moving out. This flow 
may gorge again further down the river, but 
under any circumstances {makes the situation 
at Lyons extremely critical. 

Lyons, Mich., February 13.—Heavy rain has 
been falling for twenty-four hours, and the 
water is again rising rapidly, having already 
risen five inches. The gorge is immovable, and 
the people are again leaving their homes. A 
panicky feeling prevails, the people fearing the 
worst is yet to come. 

A CYCLONE IN GEORGIA, 

Fort GAINES, Ga,, February 12.—([Special.| 
A cyclone passed through the upper portion of 
this county this morning about nine o'clock. 
Accounts of it are meagre, but it is learned 
that considerable damage was done. W.A. 
Hobbs’s house was blown down, and his entire 
family, except a small boy, received more or 
less injury. Several had bones broken, and 
Mrs. Hobbs had one eye put out.

EXAMINING THE WITNESSES 


In the Alleged Tonnes Outrages Lnvestiga- 
tion. 


WASHINGTON, February 15.—The Texas in- 
vestigatio® committee had a balf hour’s secret 
session this morning before proceeding to the 
examination of witnesses. 

Frank Newman, white, was recalled: In re- 
ply to Semator Evarts, he said he saw the three 
negroes WRO were lynched while they were 
still hangimg. They werehanging to a tree 
near the road, about one mile north of Bren- 
hem. There was a crowd of people from town 
on the ground. Witness was one of the coro- 
ner’s jury. The verdict was that the men were 
hanged by parties to the jury unknown. 

On cross-examination by Senator Pugh wit- 
ness said that R. P. Hackwortbh,a brother of 
one of the’memorialists, was the justice of the 
peace under whom the coroner’s inquest was 
held. The inquest lasted a whole day, and 
then adjourned over for three days to give an 
opportunity for gathering evidence. No evi- 
dence was discovered pointing to any particu- 
lar persons as guilty of the hanging. The jus- 
tice of the peace wasarepublican. Witness 
himself made an honest effort to get at the 
facts, and he believed that the other jurors did 

Charles Baner, a German, was examined, 
Had lived in Burton, Texas, twelve years 
Moved to Texas from Phildadelphia twenty- 
one years ago. Was one of the republican 
judges atthe Burton polling place. Witness 
was one Of the committee appointed at an in- 
dignation meeting held at Burton after the 
banging of the negroes to condemn the out- 
rages of the hanging and running men out of 
the country. It was a meeting of citizens re- 
gardless of politics—probably, however, there 
was a majority of republicans, but prominent 
democrats took part. Resolutions were adopted 
in accordance with the purpose for which the 
meeting vas called. Witness had personal 
knowledge that Joe Hoffmann, tax assessor of 
the county, and others, had received written 
notices, ed “Citizens,” to leave the county. 

The reeeipt of these notices was stated pub- 
licly at the meeting and the fact was not ques- 
tioned by any one. The riots and irregulari- 
ties were talked about and no one denied their 
occurrence, They were alluded to in the pre- 
amble of the resolution and the document itself 
declared it to be the purposeof the people of 
Burton to protect all law-abiding citizens in 
their persons and property. Copies were sent 
to the papers. The Brenham Banner refused 
to publish the resolutions. The 
Galveston News published them in 
full. The committee appointed consis‘ed of 
two or three republicans and three or four 
demecrats. Men were appointed by a commit- 
tee to guard Hoffman and his property during 
the next ten or twelve days. By that time the 
excitement had died out. 

On cross-examination witness said some of 
the men who received notices to leave had al- 
ready left before the committee was appointed. 
The resolution was written by Watson, demo- 
cratic postmaster, from suggestions made by 
the committee. It embodied the voice 
of tle ~~ meeting. Hoffman had 
discharged the duties of his 
office, and was doingso today. Washington 
county was a populous county, an agricultural 
county. Times were mighty dull now, as all 
over Texas. Germans in the county are pretty 
cenerally republicans. A good many republi- 
cans voted the people’s ticket. Witness had 
voted the people’s ticket slightly altered. 
There were a good many violent people in that 
vicinity and there were frequent disturbances 
thereabouts which had no connection with 

olitics. 

Georgé W, Brown, colored, county com/fnis- 
sioner, was recalled and identified the paper he 
fuund. pinned to his saddle. It was as fol- 
lows: 

George H. Brown: As republicanism is dead— 
cdeed—in Washington county, you had better re- 
sign and leave the country or you wil! be killed. 

The signature was the pictare of a cocked 
gun, 

A. G. Scott, colored clergyman, was recalled. 
In answer to Senator Pugh, the witness stated 
that a former republican county official was a 
defaulter. 

©. B. Potter, white, a republican, 71 years old, 
a livery stable keeper, was called and exam- 
ined by Senator Spooner. He said the repub- 
licans had from 1,200 to 1,500 majority in 


Washington county. They had generally | 


elected their ticket, with some exceptions in 
individual cases, since the war, until two years 
ago, when the people’s ticket was elected, there 
being no straight democratic ticket in the field. 
Witness never heard of any effort being made 
to discover the men who lynched the three 
negroes. Witness received the following paper 
through the mails: 

December }1—O, B. Potter—Sir: We have been 
waiting for some time for you to arrange your busi- 
ness and leave this country. Thisis to notify you 
that if you persist in staying here many days longer 
you will be dealt with in a very severe manner. 

Signed. CITIZENS’ W. Co. 

Witness called on Judge Kirk to ask if he 
was in danger. Judge Kirk replied that it 
was understood that the witness was trying to 
get rid of his property for the purpose of leav- 
ing. If that were true, Judge Kirk thought 
there was no danger. He also called upon 
Louis Bryan, a prominent democratice law- 
yer, and was told that he, Bryan, 
bad helped Hackworth, a memorialis', to find 
a purchaser for his property, and he had hard 
work keeping the mob off till the transaction 
could be completed and the man could get 
away: Witness left town for eight days in 
consequence of information received from a 
democratic friend who investigated the threats 
agaiust him, and told him his life was not 
worth a shuck if he remained. 

Cross examination: Witness said there were 
a number of active and influential republicans, 
white and colored, in Brenham, and perhaps a 
dozen of them, all told, had received notices to 
leave. Many of the most iafluential republicans 
had left the county. Witness himself had 
made no effort to bring the lyaching of 
the negroes to the attentiou of the authorities 
nor had another republican, so far as he knew. 

A question by Senator Pugh—“Well, was it 
not as much your duty to do that as it was the 
duty of democrats?’ 

Answer—"' Well, sir, a democrat couid do it 
and we couldn’t. The factis, sir, ] was afraid 
to do it.”

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‘THE WAR CLOUD GROWS 


WHAT RUSSIA WILL DO WHEN 
THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 


She Will Not Act As An Ally to France, But 
Will Check Germary as-Much as Possibie— 
The Germen Political Campsign and 
Other Interesting Foreign News. 


Sr. PeTerspunG, February 18.—The convic- 
tion is gaining ground that war between France 
and Germany is inevitable. In addition to 
this, it is said that as a fresh defeat of France 
might involve disastrous results to Russia, the 
czar’s government will, inthe event of war, 
preserve entire liberty of action. It will not 
support France aS an ally, but may, by a firm 
recerved attitude, prevent Germany from 
sending the whcle of her army west of the 
Rhine, and even if France should be defeated, 
attenuate as much as possible the effects of the 
disaster. For these reasons, it is declared Rus- 
sia will await the outcome of the different 
phases of the Bu!garian crisis with the greatest 
calmness and act insuch a way as to avoid be- 
ing involved with Austria or England at the 
moment when Irance and Germany commence 
hostilities. 

VIENNA, February 18.—A semi-official letter 
from St. Petersburg represents that Russia is 
waiting for the l’ranco-German conflict, which 
she considers inevitable, to realize her Balkan 
projects. While making no compact with France, 
Russia would consider it to be her own inter- 
est not to allow Germany to be victorious in a 
struggle between those countries. It is sup- 
posed that this intention on the pirt of Russia 
explains the dallying in the negotiations for a 
eettlement of the Bulgarian «question now be- 
ng carried on at Constantinople. 

COMMENT OF THE BERLIN POST. 

It is reported that the papal nuncio at Mn- 
nich will be transferred to Berlinon the anni- 
versary of the election of the pope. 

Advices from Metz report that there is no 
cessation of French barrack-making around 
Verdun and Belfort, and that the work on the 
fortifications at Verdun continues night and 
day. All commerce has been suspended at 
Metz excepting in food. The inhabitants are 
storing their houses from cellar to garret. 

Copies of a circular issued by the Russian 
editors of the “Will of People’ are being dis- 
tributed in Berlin. Itis believed the circular 
was printed in Paris. It appeais to “Our Dear 
European Brethren” and concludes as follows 

Exciting circumstances admit of no delay. On 
the next publication of the ‘‘Will of People” may 
depend tbe whole course of Russian revolution. 

Mr. Tuite, nationalist, moved an amendment 
to inquire into the unjust conviction in the 
case of the Barbavilla murderers. 

Mr. McDonald, in supporting the amend- 
ment, contended that the conviction was ob- 
tained by the jury-packing. 

The speaker at this point interposed and for- 
bade any further reference to jury-packing. 

Eventually the amendment was negatived 
without division, and the motion to report the 
address was adopted. 


ENGLAND AND BULGARIA. 


Labouchere Makes a Motion Which Causes 
the Government to Explain, 

LoNDON, February 18.—In the house of 
commons tonight, W. H. Smith, replying toa 
question said, it was not intended to release 
Irish or other convicts on the occasion of the 
queen’s jubilee. Therecent release of prisoners 
in India, in commemoration of the jubilee had 
been oidered by the governweat in accordance 
with an oriental custom. The order did not 
apply to Greht Britain. 

On a motion to report the address in reply to 
the queen’s speech, Labouchere moved to cen- 
sure the government for its Bulgarian policy. 
He said that the government had tried to pre- 
vent the abdication of Prince Alexander and 
lad acted withont the concurrence of other 
signatories of the Berlin treaty. He accused 
the government of trying to stir up war against 
Russia, and asked if there were any dynastic 
ressous for trying to keep an obscure German 
piince on the throne of Bulgaria. 

Sir James Ferguson, under foreign secretary, 
said that the policy which the government had 
followed was in accord with the overwhelming 
popular feeling in Bulgaria in favor of Prince 
Alexander. The support which the British 
agents gave Alexander was simply moral and 
diplomatic. The government did not mean to 
stir up war or deign to enter any alliance 
against Russia. There was no reason to doubt 
the good faith of the czar. 

Labouchere’s motion was negatived without 
division. 


THE EMERALD ISLE. 


Fighting the Evicting Officers--Attempt to 
Blow Up Magistrates, 

DvusLin, February 18.—A number of tenants 
were evicted today at Okeough, near Carrick. 
The peasants stoutiy resisted and stoned the 
police. The latter charged the mob and a 
youth was badly injured with rifles. A priest 
vainly imterceded to stop the evictions. A 
young girl bravely defended her mother’s cot- 
tage for twenty minutes. 

The recorder of Galway gave a dinner party 
this evening at the Pariside - house, his resi- 
dence at Kildysart, and among the guests were 
two magistrates. While the guests were still 
seated at the table the police patrol observed a 
man running rapidly away from the house. 
An investigation was made, and the police 
found on one of the window sills a box of dyna- 
mite with a burning fuse attached. The fuse 
was promptly quenched. The police have thus 
far failed to capture the culprit.

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LABOR DISSENSIONS. 


A Conflict of Authority Between the Knights 
and Iron Workers. 


PitTspuRG, February 13-—Thestrike at the 
Junction ironworks, at Mingo, O,, threatens te 
cause serious trouble between the Knights of 
Labor and the Anialgamated asseciation of iron 
and steel workers. The strikers are members 
of both organizations, and a conflict of author- 
ity has arisen between the leaders of the two 
powerful associations. The men struck for pay 
for the time they were compelled to remain in 
the mill, through the breakage of machinery, 
and the amalgamated association supported 
them in their demands. The Knights of Labor 
opposed the strike, and ordered a resumption 
of work, while the amalgamated leaders forbid 
the men returning until the demands were 
conceded. 

William H. Bailey, of the general executive 
board of Knights of Labor, and President 
Weihe, of the amalgamated association, have 
bad several conferences, but there are no indi- 
cations of a settiement of the trouble. This 
is regarded as the beginning ofa fight m 
which danger is threatened identical with 
that now existing between the knights and 
the International Cigarmakers union—that the 
men must give up one or the other association. 
Within the last few months there has been a 

ial effort of both organizations tostrengthen 
their membership among the Iron and Steel 
Workers Amalgamated association, has been 
bringing in new lodges every week, and have 
been especially successful among the steel 
workers. This increase in new 
members alone is said to now 
amount to about 4,000 men. Two new lodges 
were organized within a couple of days—one 
is at Terre Haute, Ind., and the other at Ben- 
wood, W. Va. Itissaid that today the amal- 
gamated association is stronger than at any time 
in its history. The Knights of Labor have 
been equally diligent in securing mill and 
steel workers into their order. Special organ- 
izers have been getting this class of workmen 
into the order. This strengthening of mem- 
bership seems to have embittered the feeling 
between the two organizations. The amalga- 
mated association is still voting on the propo- 
sition to join the Knights of Labor ina body, 
which was made by the latter organization 
last summer, Of the lodges that have been 
beard from, prominent members say 700 mem- 
bers have voted to join the Knights of Labor, 
while over 6,000 have voted against it. 


SUFFERING MEN AND BEASTS. 


Cattle Dying by the Thousands--Rivers Run- 
ning Through Towns. 


Fort KeoGH, Montana, February 18.—Ia 
round mumbers there were on Janu- 
ary first two hundred thousand head 
of cattle and 25,000 sheep on the ranges north 
and south of the Yellowstone river, within a 
radius of 100 miles of this point. Upto that 
date stock had not suffered much, but for the 
past six weeks storms have been of unprece- 
dented frequency and the temperature has 
averaged the lowest fur fifteen years. The 
losses have been enormous in some places anni- 
hilating whole her@s. A Tongue river stock- 
man says: “At Lignite, where my herd is, I 
saw a piteous sight. As farasIconld see up 
and down the river, cattle were standing knee 
deep in the snow, unable to obtain a biade of 
grass, and gnawing the wood of the willows as 
a last resort. Ina space fifty yards square I 
counted twenty-five dead cattle, and a cowboy 
told me there were fully 1,000 dead between 
Lignite and Moon Creek, afew miles above. 
The living cattle are almost unable to move, 
Their legs are bleeding from being cut at every, 
step by the crusted snow. They occasionally 
go upon the ice in search of water and, finding 
an air hole, tumble into the river. They could 
not be driven away, asthey were mad with 
thirst.” 

QUONG SENG’S INSANITY. 


The Chinese Informer Losing His Mind from 
Solitary Confinement. 

Str. Lovis, February 18.—Quong Seng, the 
Chinese informer—by whose assistance the 
conspiracy of the high-binders to murder Lou 
Johnson, the Chinese detective, was revealed — 
is about to become insane. He is the only wit- 
ness whose testimony was sufficient to convict 
the murderers, and should the supreme court 
grant their appeal for a new trial, the state 
will have no evidence to produce. Quong Seng 
has been m jail over a ear, 
charged with having robbed the murdered 
detective. And during that entire time not 
one of his countrymen has paid a visit nor 
communicated with him in any way. Nor will 
they have anything whatever todo with him. 
No one has called to see him except the jailer 
—and even he cannot converse with him. -This 
enforced silence and terrible boycott has 
turned the’ prisoner's mind, and the jail physi- 
cian says that unless he is released within a 
few weeks he will become hopelessly insane. 


TRACING UP UNGER. 


The Murderer Discharged from the Navy on 
Account of Theft. 


WASHINGTON, February 18.—The records of 
the navy department show that Edward Unger, 
who is being tried in New York for murder, 
was dismissed from the navy for stealing a 
bale of sheeting while serving as mate on board 
the United States steamer, South Carolina. 
Unger confessed his guilt in a well-written 
appeal to Secretary Welles. Six months after 
his marriage, which took place in Washington, 
he was compelled to go to sea, and during his 
absence his wife became insane, he said, and 
destroyed all the property and clothing he 
possessed. Upon his return he was obliged to 
pay for her care in an insane asylum, and al- 
though she recovered sv‘ticiently to be dis- 
charged from the asylum, Le was in such want 
and distress that in a moment of madness he 
was led to commit the theft.

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THE PRISONER GLENN ESCAPES 
THE PENALTY. 
TT 
The Exvd of the Great Homicide Case in Grifiu- 
How the Prisoner Awaited the Verdict— 
What the People Think of the Result— 
Other Interesting News of the Day, 


GRiFrin, Ga. February 18.—[Special.]— 
Prowptly at 8:30 o’clock this morning, Judge 
Boynton took his seat on the bench, and 
rapped the crowded courtroom t» order. 
Scarcely had silence been obtained before a rap 
was heard from the jury room, and the bailiff 
announced that the jury had made a verdict, 
and immediately they filed into court. The 
prisoner sat in his accustomed place, vigorously 
chewing tobacco, and exhibited more interest 
than he had during the trial. When the solici- 
tor stepped forward and received the bill of in- 
dictment from the jury, Glenn leaned forward, 
eager to catch the expected verdict. Interest 
was on tiptoe as the solicitor read, ‘We, the 
jury, find the defendant not guilty.” 

THE VERDICT APPROVED. 

The sound had just fell from the lips of the 
solicitor when an applause of approval went 
the round of the courtroom. Glenn jumped 
up and bowed his thanksto the jury, and his 
relatives and friends crowded around him and 
congratulated him.

DEF CUNIAK & -RING®,¥la.,February 17—jSpe- 
cial correspondence. }]—The congress met at the as- 
scmbly hall today at 10a.m. For good reasons 
President Pringle deferred the reading of his au- 
nual address until the evening session. Instead, 
lrofessor Ncribrop, of Connecticut, read am able 
andinteresting paper on the forestry schools of 
Lurope. 

Professor Nerihrop has. traveled extensively 
and was sent to Europe by the goverament some 
ycars ago, to study the forestry schools in Spain, 
Ge:imany and other countries. He was assisted in 
hisgiresearches by Hon. George P. Marsh, 
to whom, he said, he was indebted for many timely 
hints and wise suggestions. 

He spoke of the forestry school in the Appe- 
nines, in an old monastery overlooking the valley 
of the Arno, and his paper was delightfully spiced 
with remarks descriptive of the romantic beauty 
of the surrounding scenery. 

At Vallombrosa (Shady Valley), in Spain, he 
learned a great deal, and found the study of the 
echoo! and its methods yery beneficia! indeed. 

At the conclusion of the paper, a general discus- 
sion of the triumphs of tree planters ensued be- 
tween Messrs. Sidney Root, of Atlanta, who is an 
enthusiastic lover of the greenwood, Ferueaa, of 
Washington, and Northrup, of Connecticut, gentile 
men from Kentucky and Tennessee joining in the 
disevssion. 

The plan. of Louis Napoleon, who 
planted great forests of pine to supply his navy, iu 
the south of Franee was cited. Bramanchire, 
whostopped the disastrous deluge of sand from 
the great dunes near the bay of Biscay by planting 
a forcst of trees where it was thought nothing 
would grow, was praised for his persistence an 
paticnce.

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TERRIBLE FIGHT WHITH A TIGER. 


Thrilli: g Scene in the Philadelph!ia Zoolog- 
ical Garden. 

PHILADELPHIA, February 18.—The Zoologi- 
ca} garden here was the scene of a thrilliugaad 
very nearly fatal incident about two o'clock 
this afternoon. It is at that hour that the an- 
imals in the lion house are fed, each one being 
given a large piece of raw meat, generally 
horsefiesh. ‘There are other animals in this 
bouse besidea the lions, among them a very 
fine Bengal tiger named King. He isan un- 
usually handsome beast. massive of limb aad 
vicious in temper. George Robinson, his 
keeper, bas, first and last, had a great deal of 
trouble with him; and has often been com- 
pelled torescrt toextreme measure; in his 
punishment. And yet there are times when 
King is as docile asa kitten, and R®@biason, who 
is a perfectly fearless man, has frequently gone 
into the cage and played with the beast asa 
a boy would witha dog. 

Today, however, King seemed to be in an 
unusually bad temper, tearing up and down 
his cage all the forenoon and bounding agzinst 
the bars with a force which mage them rattle 
in their sockets. Robinson tried several times 
to meke him quiet down, but he was unsuc: 
cessfu). He thought, however, that King’s 
ugly bumor would disappear at feeding time, 
and he concluded to wait until then before ad- 
ministering punishment. In making his pre- 
parations to feed the animals the keeper has to 
pass before the cages a number of times, and 
they become very restless and impatient, for 
they know whatis coming. King, on this oc- 
‘asion behaved worse than Robinson had ever 
known him. Heseemed to be in a terrible 
rage, and finally, asthe keeper passed “y his 
cage, the tiger thrust his immense paw 
through the bars and struck the keeper's arm, 
tearing away the clothing and into the flesh. 

Robinson, whose temper when aroused is 
alout as fiery as the tiger's, became enraged in 
turn, and he determined to enter the cage and 
conquer the beast. It was downright madness, 
but uo persuasion of the other keepers and at- 
tendants could prevailon the dauntles? man 
to.egive up bis purpose. One of the men was 
sont hurriedly to find Head Keeper Bryne, who 
was at that time in a distant part of the garden, 
s0 that his authority might be interposed to 
prevent Robinson from doing what every one 
believed to be a foolish and fatal thing. He had 
hardiy gone, however, before Robinson, whose 
movements were as quick as lightning, bad 
sprupvg to the rcar of the cage, thrown openthe 
dcor ar d leaped inio the beast’s den, slamming 
the door after him. And then ensued a scene 
which those who saw it can never forget. Man 
and beast faced each other, and for a moment 
neither moved an inch; the beast, quieted by 

he mau’s sudden entrance, glangd at its oppo- 
nent apparently in utter surprise at his reck- 
less action, the man brave and undaunted, and 
armed with only astout whip, was positively 
superb as he stood looking steadily into the 
eyes of the tiger. By this time at least fifty 
people had gathered in the bouse, and among 
them Robinson’s. wife and child, who were 
there to visit him, and had been out of the 
house when the trouble began. There had 
been much excitement and many cries of 
warhipgend dissuasion when Robinson started 
to enter the cage, but as he leaped in front of 
the beast the people became as silent as death. 
The appalling danger the man incurred par- 
alyzed their tongnes. His wife, pale and ter- 
ror struck, sank back upon one of the benches 
and closed her eyes, that she might not see her 
husband tornto picces in her very presence, 
and his child, too young to realize the awful 
position of its father, clung to its mother’s 
dress,crying to her to know what his father was 
doing in there with the tiger. His little 
voice was the only sound that broke the 
stillness, and Robinson, fortunately for him, 
was too much bent upon his purpose to hear it. 
But thetiger now crouched asif abow to 
spring,and Robinson knew thatthe moment 
of his supreme trial had come. He awaited 
the attack without the quiver of a muscle, still 
looking the brute fixedly in theeye; and then 
it came, the tiger bounding forward likea 
thunderbolt. Robinson was ready for it, and 
he leaped quickly aside, the tiger being carried 
by the impetus of his spring full against the 
bars at the end of the cage. As it shot by him 
Robinson struck it a heavy blow with his whip 
across the flanks. King uttered a howl of pain 
aud rage, and was upand atthe keeper again 
with the rapidity of lightning. This time 
Robinson did not fareso well. (ne of the 
tiger’s claws caught hisarmin passing and 
tore out a piece of flesh. Again the keeper ap- 
plied his whip, apparently unmindf@Pof his 
two wounds, and again the tiger turned and 
sprang at its would-be master, leaping straight 
at bis breast and striking full against it. Rob- 
inson bad not been quick enough, and he was 
borne to the floor of the cage, where he lay 
stunned and motiouless, the tiger lying with 
its fore feet across hisbody. As the keeper fell 
there was a quick, loud ery of dismay from the 
people who had with bated breath, watched this 
terrible combat, and the beast, with his paws 
still upon his victim’s breast, turned its head 
to glare upon the faces in front of hiscage. At 
this moment Byrne, the head keeper,appeared, 
forcing his way through the excited crowd 
clear up to the bars of the cage. With him 
were two assistant keepers, to whom he gave 
hurried directions, and they went immediately 
tothe rear of the cage, taking care that the ti- 
ger did notsee themas they went. Byrne 
hold in his hand along pole, on the end of 
which wasa large spike. As he reached the 
bars he shouted to the tiger in a lond and com- 
manding tone, and, telling the people to stand 
back,, thrust the spike into the animal’s flank. 
With a howl of rage King rose from his posi- 
sion on the body of Robinson and dashed him- 
eelf against the bars where Byrne was stand- 
ing, trying to reach his newenemy. This was 
exactly what the head keeper wanted, for at 
t:at moment the two assistants appeared at 
the door in the rear, ready to perform their 
paitin the rescue Byrne had planned. For- 
tunately Robinson had fallen near the door, 
and as Byrne kept up his combat with the 
tiger, plunging the spike again and again into 
his body, the assistants quickly opened the 
door, grasped the wounded and still insensible 
man by the arms and jerked him out of the 
cage. The whole thing was done so rapidly 
that the door was again closed and and fasten- 
eb before the infuriated beast discovered that 
his prey had escaped him. 

‘The indense excitement of the spectators 
now found vent in a loud, ringing cheer, the 
noise of which aroused Robinson from his stu- 
por. His fainting wife and his frightened child 
were reassured by the sympathizing people 
around them, and they were soon with the 
husband and father, whose wounds were foand 
to be comparatively slight, much to every- 
body’s surprise. His powerful physique had 
saved him. The tiger will soon recover from 
the injury inflicted by the spike, but Robinson 
will net be allowed to enter his cage-again, 
alihough he says he will conquer the brute yet

They are Afraid of Adverse Congressional! 
Action. 

New York, February 18.—{Special.]—The 
national association of commercial trayelers are 
much exercised over the possibility of the adjourn- 
ment of congress without the passage of the James 
bill, This bill was introduced by Congressman 
Dai win R. James, of Brooklyn, and is intended to 
abolish the tax on commercial travelers which still 
exists in several of the states, particularly in the 
south. The 27th instant was the day set apart for 
the consideration of this measure, but no action 
westaken. The measure isof the greatest iuter- 
est to mercantile hou and it was at their insti- 
gation that the bill was introduced. The legisi@- 
tive committee of the state division forwarded cir- 
enlar letters to all the members of congress callifig 
their attention to its importance.

The Jury Acquits Kenny of the Crime Laid to His 
Charge—He Had no Sharein the Mauagemen: 
of the Baloon—Judge Van Bpps’s Galty 
Suggestions on the Subject, Etc. 


The case of the ‘state against P. J. Kenny, 
indicted for violating the prohibition law, was 
finished yesterday merning. 

After a very short deliberation, the jury ren- 
dered a verdict of “not guilty.” 

All the arguments having been made in the 
case, Judge Van Epps, immediately upon the 
meeting of the city court yesterday morning, 
proceeded to deliver his charge to the jury. 
The introductory part of his charge covered 
much ground which he traversed in charging 
the jury in the Bieser case.

If illegal trate in liquors in the 
Markham honse wine room was conducted, the 
evidence does not cornect him therewith. No jury 
would fail to entertain a reasonable doubt on the 
evidence of his guilt.

They have the 
power to investigate the character of the business 
conducted in winerooms, and toorderan anylitical 
test to be made of agaric, aucl newera beer, and 
other new, inventions that an recommended 
to wineroom tipplers asa panacea for soberness 
Let them do their duty, confidently relying on the 
firmness of the trial judges, and the integrity of 
the trial juries, to enforce the prohibition act in 
Fulton county, andin proper cases to inflict ade- 
quate penalties. Itis said thatthe law is openly 
and flagrantly violated. It is said that our beloved 
city is the laughing stock of Georgia because of the 
undisguised contempt with which the wineroon 
men treat the prohibition act. Inthis very case it 
cannot be denied that Kenny & Werner's clerk 
sold agaric and new era beer, under circumstances 
of graye suspicion. The grand jury have power to 
reach clerks as well as proprietors in cases where 
the law is violated. Let them dotheir duty with- 
out fear or favor, and ascertain whether the agaric 
and pew era beer of‘the Markham house wine- 
room is the innocent beverage which it is asserted 
to be, or whether it is one of the many inventions 
forsetting a law, which the law officers of the state 
are see oe a at defiance.

MEETING IN THE INTEREST OF THE 
FAIR ASSOCIATION, 


The People Taking Hold of the Enterprise in the 
Right Spirit— The Subscriptions Started — 
Every Man at the Meeting Signs the 
List— Proceedings of the Meeting, 


A number of gentlemen met in Tur Con- 
STITUTION office yesterday for the purpose of 
organizing the Piedmont Fair association. 
Colonel Richard Peters was called to the chair 
and Mr. S. H. Phelan acted as secretary. The 
chairman requested Mr. Grady to state the 
object of the meeting. 

Mr. Grady said the mecting had been called 
for the purpose of organizing a fair associa- 
tion to exhibit the agricultural and industrial 
resources of the Piedmont region, and to hold 
an annual fair at Atlanta, Ga. He added that 
this was the most auspicious time for organiz- 


ing and establishing a fair association -in At- 


lanta. The Driving Park association, just 
organized, with a membership of a hundred and 
fifty of the om people of Atlanta, was pro- 
ceeding to buy a tract of a hundred 
acres to build a mile track, fence in the 
grounds and put up a handsome club- 
house. This association had ample 
capital, and would make its grounds second to 
no similar park in the country. ‘The city coun- 


. cil had agreed to donate $20,000, or so much of 


it as was necessary to the erection of exhibition 
buil“ings and stables on the grounds. With 
these .. vnoints accomplished the fair associa- 
tion woulu ve nothing to do but to go to the 
grounds, take possession, hold a fair, and pay 
the premium lists and running expenses. This 
he was sure could be done and leave a hand- 
some profit for the association. The last fair 
held in Atlanta paid 55,000 net profit. The 
North Georgia Fair association held four fairs 
here, and aid not loose a dollar, but paid every 
stockholder every dollar he had put in it. The 
National Poultry association, which had just 
held an unprecedented exposition, would co- 
operate heartily with the new fair as- 
sociation, and make an_ exhibition of 
3,0C0 coops of chickens from all parts 
of the country. The Georgia Jersey 
Breeders’ association would likewise co operate 
and make a superb exhibition. The Manufac- 
turers’ association would also co-operate and 
help out the industrial exhibit. These exhibi- 
tions, co-operating with the Central Fair asso- 
ciation, would make a great show, and attract 
large crowds. This fair, besides helping 
Atlanta and the Piedmont region, would help 
the Georgia state fair which is to be held in 
Macon by reviving general interest in fairs, 
and bringing the people out. It would un- 
doubtedly draw large numbers of people to the 
south, as the Piedmont region is attracting at- 
tention now throughout the entire country. 

Mr. D. M. Bain—“What is the plan of or- 
ganization?” 

Mr. Grady replied, the idea was to get fifty 
men who would subscribe five hundred dollars 
each, twenty per cent to be paid in when called 
for by the officers of the association. 

Mr. Bain suggested that the number might 
be raised to a hundred without any trouble. 
That every man who had been requested to 
come to this meeting was either present in 
person or had sent authority to sign his name 
to the list. 

Colonel Geo. W. Adair was very much in 
favor of the organization and expressed his 
willingness to do his part towards it.

An Important Matter. 

Hearing that negotiations for the ed hy of 
the Atlanta Cotton Seed Oil mills were p2nding, 
we called on Mr. A. E. Thornton, president of the 
mills, whom we found in his usual goo: spirit and 
meod to talk. 

“Yes, sir, we have sold, or rather transferred our 

pee to the American Cotton Oi! Trust 

t wasjthought that you would remain on the 
outside, and not affiliate with the Trust which, by 
a ty is believed to have amonopolistic tendency.” 
directors, as well as myself, had the same 

views as x pressed by you and others; but opp r- 
tunities have been offered us by the Ame can 
Cotton Oil Trust to investigate their mode of doing 
business, and we have arrived at the conclusion 
that our ideas were erroneous, and now believe 
that there never was a more unjust attack made on 

a legitimate business than some have seen fit to 
make. The concern has some of the best citizens 
of the south connected with it; some of them gen- 
tlemen who bave spent the roster portion of their 
lives in developing strictly southern industry 
which was almost unknown twenty years ago.”’ 

“Who formed the Americae Cotton Oil Trust?” 

“No one in particular. Necessity was the prime 
mover. The business was petting in such a bad 
shape by undue competition in the sale of our pro- 
ducts thatin two years hence millious of mone 
invested in oi] mills in the various sections of the 
south would have been reduced in value to whag 
they are worth as brick and mortar and old junk. 
Of courseI can only speak positively of the mill 
which I control, and I am free to admit that we lost 
money on our last season’s business.” 

‘‘How is the business this year?’ 

“We are making some money, because the Amer- 
ican Cotton Oil Trust, owning and controliing 80 to 
90 per centof the crushing capacity of the south, 
has eliminated in a great measure the active com 
petition in the sale of products, which we were 
compelled to sell last year below the actual cost of 
production.’ 

“But it is claimed ‘that the Trust does not only 
intend to ‘‘squeeze’’ the cotton seed, but also the 
farmer who produces them.”’ 

“That’s nonsense; I know that has been the fayor- 
ite argument of some; but if they would stop to 
reason, the fallacy of their solicitude would be ap- 
parent. 1am satisfied! that the Trust has no such 
intention; as that would be cutting off their base 
of supplies and thus make their business unprofit- 
able. The principal aim of the Trustis to unite 
kindred manufacturing interests, develop new 
markets, and create new uses for their products 
and thus control the sale of them, and in propor- 
tion to increased prices realized for their output, 
they will increase the price of seed, as they have 
already done this season; and w hile the mills are 
making some money this year they will hardly 
make enough to offset. last year’s losses. I have de- 
voted much thought to the subject and [ believe 
that the Trust miils will, in course fof time, pay 
more for seed than any individual mill ever could 
have done. 

‘There is anothersubject whichis an mportan 
factor in the pores of the Trust: They propose, as 
fast as possible,to dea] direct with the farmers who 
produce the raw material and the people who 
use thei ir products and thus do away with “middle 
men’’ who are making handsome profits out of the 
seed as well as the products. The ‘‘middle men’”’ 
realize that their occupation is about gone, and 
hence resort to all kinds of tactics to malign the 
Trot’ known asthe ‘American Cotton Oil 

rust 

“What do you know about the American Cotton 
Vil Trust certiticate?’ 

‘Well, I know this: That northern capitalists 
and investors are large buyers of these securities, 
and thus are helping us to carry an industry in 
which millions of exclusive southern money _ 
absorbed, and the capital thus liberated is likel 
tr reiny ested in building up other southern in ho 
tries.”’ 

‘Where are these certificates bought and sold” 

“On the stock exchanges of the various cities. 
The mills which have up tonow been practically 

close corporations,’ are from this on thrown open 
to the public, and the farmer whosells them the 
seed, or exchanges his seed for meal, the buyer and 
covsumer of the produets, all have a chance to 
participate in the benefits and profits arising out of 
the business by investing according to their means 
and inclinations in American Cotton Oil Tust cer- 
tificates.”” . 

‘Will you remain in charge of the factory ?” 

“IT have been solicited to continue, but haye not 
decided yet to accept: but it’s likely I shall.”’
